And We do further expreſsly enjoin and require all Officers whatever, as well Military as Thoſe employed 
in the Management and Direction of Indian Affairs within the Territories reſerved as aforeſaid for the Uſe 
of the ſaid Indians, to ſeize and apprehend all Perſons whatever, who, ſtanding charged with Treaſons, Miſ- 
priſions of Treaſon, Murders, or other Felonies or Miſdemeanors, ſhall fly from Juſtice, and take Refuge in 
the ſaid Territory, and to ſend them under a proper Guard to the Colony where the Crime was committed 
of which they ſtand accuſed, in order to take their Tryal for the ſame.
